After him were Trycd other 3 Perſons for Padding 
upon the High-way , and particularly they were 
charg'd with the Fellony and Robbery committed up- 
on a perſon of Honour at Hide-Park-Corner* It was 
{worn that they diſcharged rhree Piſtols at the Coach, 
one of which wounded the Noble-man that owned 
ir, who belides Money , loſt a Beaver- Har, Silver- 
Bilred Sword, and other things of Yalue : a Gentle- 
man who was preſent when the Robbery was com- 
mitted, came in as Evidence, and ſwore poſsitively as 
to the matter of fat , but being asked wither or no 
he knew the Priſoners at the Barr, and would ſwear 
they were concerned in it, he made anſwer, he could 
not ; ſo thatit is probable they might” have eſcaped, 
had nota Perſon formerly Convicted, but fince par- 
doned, upon the Account of Diſcovering his Accom- 

lices inthis and ſeveral orher Robberies come in a- 
gainlt rhe. *Tis true, they had feveral ways to evade 
the Accrtmination' , one of rhcm pleaded rhar he had 
not for many weeks ſtir'd abroad tor fear of an Arreſt, 


and being proved that he was abroad the ſatme day the 


Robbery was commited , he alledged he was forted 
thereto

lings, 'whith'accotdingly-he did, of perſon living ©
